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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' amendment to 09/964,515 has been examined. Claims 1 and 3-10 are 
amended. Claims 1 and 3-12 are pending. 

1. Upon reconsideration, Applicants' amendment is considered persuasive and 
places this application in a condition for allowance. Claims 1 and 3-12 are herein 
allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1 and 3-12 are allowed. 

3. The Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance include the following: In a 
circuit operation verifying method, the prior art does not teach or suggest a low- 
precision, high speed simulation in the preparation of operation information. 
Additionally, the prior art does not teach or suggest storing computed voltage and 
current values in memory and then using these stored values to verify whether circuit 
elements being verified satisfy loaded condition information.
